PACKING  and  SHIPPING.  Our  plants  are  care¬ 
fully  packed  in  light,  wire  bound,  fwood  veneer 
crates,  as  shown  in  the  illustration.  From  long 


experience  we  find  these  crates  are  much  superior 
to  any  other  kind  of  container.  They  will  stand 


rough  handling,  will  not  crush  in  like  paper 
boxes,  and  are  so  ventilated  as  to  deliver  the 
plants  to  you  in  perfect  icondtion.  All  plants  are 
tied  in  bunches  of  50,  the  tops  are  ventilated  and 
the  roots  protected  from  exposure  to  the  air.  We 
guarantee  tto  deliver  plants  anywhere  in  the 
United  States. 


Early  Tomato  Plants 


Our  early  tomato  plants  like  the  cabbage  plants 
are  field  grown,  but  they  are  not  frost-proof,  as 
it  is  impossible  to  grow  a  frostproof  tomato 
plant.  However,  they  are  not  tender  seedlings 
like  you  get  from  a  greenhouse.  They  are  suit¬ 
able  for  setting  in  the  open  after  danger  of  frost 
is  over,  unless  you  are  prepared  to  protect  them. 
They  are  strong  and  thrifty,  and  will  give  you 
tomatoes  earlier  than  hot  house  plants.  Our  to¬ 
mato  plants  are  grown  from  certified  seed  and 
will  be  found  true  to  variety.  We  use  special 
care  in  packing  these  plants,  each  bunch  being 
wrapped  in  damp  moss  and  waxed  paper.  We 
can  ship  tomato  plants  any  time  you  want  them 
between  April  10th,  and  June  1st. 


VARIETIES 

Earliana.  The  Harliana  is  probably  the  earliest 
tomato  grown,  and  is  very  popular  for  early 
market.  The  fruit  is  deep  scarlet,  medium  to 
large  size,  and  smooth  for  an  early  tomato. 

Bonny  Best.  A  fine  variety  for  early  market  and 
home  garden.  Vines  are  vigorous  and  fruit 
bright  scarlet  in  color,  and  uniform  in  ripening. 

Marglobe.  Wilt  resistant  tomato  developed  by 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  Fruit  medium 
size,  smooth  and  solid;  globe  shape,  scarlet  col¬ 
or,  good  shipper.  Has  become  very  popular  for 
main  crop. 

New  Stone.  Fine  for  main  crop  and  deservedly 
one  of  the  most  popular  tomatoes  for  canning 
and  home  market.  Fruit  is  deep  scarlet,  large 
size  and  a  heavy  yielder. 

Greater  Baltimore.  A  mid-season  variety,  very 
popular  for  main  crop  and  canning.  Probably 
more  of  this  variety  used  by  large  canners  than 
any  other  variety.  Very  dependable,  producing 
extra  heavy  crop  of  large  firm  tomatoes.

The  market  gardener  who  grows  cabbage  for  early  market  or  shipment  knows  how 
important  it  is  to  get  cabbage  on  the  market  early,  if  large  profits  are  to  be  realized.

The 
plants  make  a  slow  growth  during  the  early  part  of  the  winter,  and  soon  become 
very  tough  and  hardy.  When  very  cold  weather  comes  the  plants  are  dormant,  the 
leaves  are  of  a  reddish  purple  color,  and  the  plants  may  be  shipped  to  territory  with 
a  colder  climate.  The  plants  will  stand  a  temperature  of  20  degrees  above  zero  with¬ 
out  injury,  and  may  be  set  in  the  open  field  four  weeks  before  hotbed  plants.  The 
top  of  the  plant  does  not  grow  until  warm  weather  comes,  but  the  root  becomes  estab¬ 
lished,  enabling  the  plant  to  make  a  rapid  start,  and  mature  headed  cabbage  two  or 
three  weeks  earlier. 

We  make  a  specialty  of  growing  HIGH  GRADE  Frost  Proof  Cabbage  Plants.  These 
plants  are  grown  in  the  open  field  on  our  own  farms  at  Albany,  Ga.,  and  Greenville, 
S.  C  We  grow  all  of  our  plants  on  our  own  farms  from  selected  seed,  and  do  not 
buy  a  plant  that  we  sell.  No  second  hand  plants  shipped.  We  therefore  know  exactly 
what  we  are  shipping  our  customers.

Varieties: 


Early  Jersey  Wakefield 

Many  market  gardeners  consider  this  the  very 
best  cabbage  in  cultivation  for  early  market,  and 
is  more  largely  grown  than  any  other  early  cab¬ 
bage.  Its  merits  are  many,  among  which  are 
uniformity  in  earliness  and  crop.  The  head  is 
pointed  in  shape,  of  medium  size,  and  is  white, 
solid  and  tender.  It  is  beyond  question  the  best 
variety  for  early  market  and  always  brings  a 
good  price  on  account  of  its  earliness,  thereby 
netting  the  grower  large  returns.  Our  strain  of 
this  variety  is  of  the  very  best. 


Charleston  Wakefield 

This  is  a  selection  of  the  Early  Jersey 
Wakefield  but  makes  a  much  larger  head, 
and  a  week  to  ten  days  later.  It  stands 
pre-eminent  as  the  best  spring  cabbage 
for  the  South.  It  is  probably  more  large¬ 
ly  planted  for  shipment  than  any  other 
variety.  The  heads  are  of  uniform  size, 
and  maturity,  and  of  very  large  size  for 
an  early  cabbage.  A  strong  favorite 
with  Southern  growers  as  a  main  crop. 

Golden  Acre 


A  selection  of  the  Copenhagen  Market  with  heads  a  little  smaller  but  matures  earlier. 
Eailiest  of  the  round  head  varieties.  A  splendid  new  variety  becoming  very  popular. 
Plants  of  this  variety  not  ready  until  March  15. 


Copenhagen  Market 

This  is  the  very  earliest  of  the  round  headed  varieties. 
Its  chief  features  besides  earliness  are  remarkable  size, 
averaging  10  pounds,  compactness,  even  maturity,  fine 
quality.  Maturing  at  about  the  same  time  as  the  Early 
Jersey  Wakefield,  it  produces  larger  heads  than  any 
other  cabbage  equally  as  early.  The  heads  are  heavy 
in  weight,  ball  shaped,  solid  and  firm,  with  a  small 
core,  fine  texture,  and  splendid  quality. 


Early  Flat  Dutch 

This  variety  needs  no  recommendation,  be¬ 
cause  it  is  one  of  the  largest  in  cultivation,  the 
heads  are  very  solid,  distinctly  flattened  on 
top  and  of  excellent  quality.  It  invariably 
forms  very  large  and  at  the  same  time  very 
hard  heads,  uniform  in  size  and  shape.  It  has 
a  very  short  stem,  and  is  a  very  compact  stem, 
and  is  a  very  compact  grower,  forming  few 
loose  leaves.  This  variety  is  considered  as  the 
standard  very  large  late  cabbabe  for  home, 
garden  and  market. 


Danish  Ball  Head  or  Hollander 

Most  widely  used  and  the  best  of  late  cabbages;  desirable  for  shipping,  for  storage 
and  for  kraut.  Plants  medium  with  short  stem.  Heads  very  attractive,  deep  round, 
extremely  solid.  Plants  ready  April  1st. 

Frostproof  Onion  Plants 

Southern  grown  onion  plants  are  no  longer  an  experi¬ 
ment.  Large  quantities  are  set  out  every  year,  and  they 
are  rapidly  displacing  sets.  They  will  grow  large,  sweet 
onions  early,  and  are  good  keepers.  They  produce  onions 
two  to  three  times  larger  than  sets,  and  seldom  run  to 
seed.  They  can  be  set  early,  the  same  time  you  would 
put  out  sets  or  cabbage  plants.  Therefore  we  strongly 
advise  you  to  use  our  plants  instead  of  sets,  whether  for 
the  market  or  home  use.  Our  onion  plants  are  grown  from 
the  very  best  seed,  and  will  be  found  true  to  name. 

Varieties : 

Yellow  Bermuda.  The  most  popular  and  widely  planted 
of  the  Bermuda  varieties.  It  is  sometimes  called  the 
White  Bermuda  although  it  is  a  light  yellow  or  straw  col¬ 
or.  This  is  a  thin  flat  shaped  onion,  and  very  sweet;  many 
people  eat  them  like  an  apple. 

Crystal  Wax  Bermuda.  One  of  the  most  attractive  onions  grown.  It  is  a  clear,  waxy 
white  onion,  and  has  the  same  delightful  mild  flavor  as  the  Yellow  Bermuda.  It  is 
the  same  shape  as  the  Yellow  Bermuda. 

Prizetaker.  The  largest  and  most  handsome  of  the  yellow  varieties.  It  is  light  yellow 
in  color  and  globe  shaped,  and  grows  to  a  large  size.  The  flesh  is  white,  and  mild,  and 
it  is  a  good  keeper. 

Valencia  or  Sweet  Spanish.  A  globe  shaped  onion,  light  yellow  in  color,  and  grows  as 
large  as  the  Prizetaker.  It  is  mild  in  flavor,  a  good  yielder  and  a  splendid  keeper.

As  soon  as  your  plants  come, 
take  them  out  of  the  crates  and  set  them  out. 
If  not  ready  to  set,  trench  them  out.  If  your 
.  plants  look  yellow  and  dead,  do  not  jump  to  the 
conclusion  that  they  are  worthless.  FROST 
PROOF  cabbage  plants  always  look  brown  and 
tough,  and  may  look  yellow  after  long  shipment. 
Proper  care  and  attention  will  bring  them  out, 
and  they  will  make  better  cabbage  than  igreen, 
sappy  plants.
